Each year Dr. Ripley Smith, chairman 
of the Communication department, teams 
up with World Relief to give students in 
his Intercultural Communication class the 
opportunity to be a helping hand to Somali 
families who are new to the U.S. 

World Relief is an organization that as¬ 
sists Somali families settle in to the U.S. They 
help the families find affordable housing and 
schools for their kids and help them adjust 
to the ‘American way.” Students are each 
given a family through World Relief and 
assist in fulfilling these duties. 

it is giving the students an opportunity 
to experience different cultures, while also 
being that friendly face to the families who 
are new to America. Students were then 
to present a follow-up report to the class of 
their experiences and stories. Most of the 



families spoke very little English, which can 
be a challenge, but students were still able 
to build strong relationships with the fami¬ 
lies by giving them experiences in return.

Other students were given the option of 
tutoring atthe Somali Education Center with 
kids K-8, or at the ELC where they taught 
adults who have recently immigrated, how 
to speak english as well as helping them 
with math skills. 

Dr. Smith is very enthusiastic about the 
programs because it is giving students 
hands on experience in a differen culture.

Professor of Science and Math 
Lisanne Winslow and Professor of 
Pyschoiogy Don Johnson are taking 
experimentation of natural healing 
to a new level. The two doctors are 
co-leading an experiment, combining 
Winslow’s expertise of sea urchins 
and Johnson's work with people and 
alternative healing methods. The spe¬ 
cies of sea urchin used come from the 
Gulf of Mexico. They are spiny, little 
creatures that have a hard outer shell. 
The Winslow-Johnson team looked at 
the clotting pathways of sea urchins 
and how they heal when intentionally 
induced with a wound. 

There are a few main questions 
Johnson and Winslow are working 
to answer: "If we treat these animals, 
does their immune system remember 
it and heal faster? Is there an immune 
memory that can be transfered from 


one sea urchin to another?" 

Out of the 25 students doing biological 
research, eight students are directly help¬ 
ing with the urchin experiements. Winslow 
credits the students for a lot of the work done. 
They contribute to the research process by 
placing the sea urchins in tanks, maintaining 
the tanks, wounding the urchins and writing 
follow-ups. 

There is much skepticism of natural heal¬ 
ing methods today. "It’s more of a cuftural- 
thing than a science-thing." Johnson said that 
this is due to the bias and electromagnetic 
healingshould be seen asa potential option. 
“It is a more non-invasive, holistic approach 
to healing." 

Johnson said, “Our bodies are designed 
by God to be healthy and well, and when 
treated, the body goes back into a state of 
wellness." If experiements on sea urchins 
yield positive results, humans may also be 
able to heal faster naturally instead of having 
to depend on drugs.

Remember Jennifer 


On Tuesday, Oct. 18, North- 
s s tern lost o ne of th e i r sen io r s lu d e nts, 
Jennifer McLaughlin, to a senseless car 
accident, She went home to be with 
Jesus al the age of 22. When her father, 
Jim McLoughlin, called home afterleav- 
ng a service at Times Square Church, 
he received the horrifying news. It hit 
Te like I had been shot," he said. "And 
ph by the grace of God. I drew apart 
on 51st Street there in New York City 
and committed her to God," 

Laura Klapperichs vehicle, 
■vhich Jennifer was riding in, was struck 
t about 10 AM in Albertville by a driver 
■no was going 70 to 90 miles per hour 
and failed to slop al a stop sign. Klap- 
Jerich, a 10-nnonth-old girl Jennifer 
■vas babysitting, and the other driver 
sustained injuries. 

A week after the accident, Kiapperich 
was still recovering and said. "I remem¬ 
ber a little bit about that morning and 
nen nothing else until I was in the 
hospital." 

Jennifer was born in Pennsylvania and 
noved to New Jersey in 1986 with her 
jrents and two sisters. Her first year 
college she spent at Capernwray 
S ble School in England, then attended 
brthwestern for three years studying 
-;;ychology. She worked with fifth- and 
Jkth-grade giris at Bethlehem Baptist 
Church, and also was a part-time 


nanny for two-year-old 
twin boys. Her e-mails 
always ended with a 
favorite verse. Psalm 
63:3; Because your 
loving kindness is better 
than life, my lips shall 
praise you." 

Jennifer's personal testimony, written In 
2004, said, "It was an amazing experi¬ 
ence to come to Northwestern and be 
surrounded by students who loved God 
and wanted to make a difference for 
Him." Her goal in life was to serve God 
as best she could and to make a differ¬ 
ence for Him in other's Jives, no matter 
what kind of job she landed. 

The student body was informed on 
the morning of Oct, 19 while President 
Alan Curelon expressed his sadness. 
For many, it took some lime before it 
all sunk in. Former roommate, Nancy 
Hagen, said It was just really - J don't 
know- it was surreal... It took a while 
for it to be real 11 She tried to slay busy 
in the weeks following to cope with her 
sadness. 

'She always had a smile and could 
make me laugh. She could cheer you 
up with just the funniest things." Hagen 
remembers. 

When dean of students, Monica Groves, 
heard about the death, she called 
Jennifer's mother at her New Jersey 
home to find that her mother had not yet 
been contacted. ‘I truly would not have 
wanted to be the person to break the 
news to them," said Groves. The police 
showed up at the McLoughlin home half 
an hour after the phone call. 

At Jennifer s memorial service, Jim 


tried his best to stay positive, despite 
his enormous ioss. "I want to say, we 
didn'ldeserve this-we didn't deserve to 
have our daughter so wonderfully saved 
by God, 1 ' he continued. "I didn'ldeserve 
to live to see one of my children safely 
cross into the Promised Land... I don't 
have to worry about her again . She’s 
not sad anymore, ever... For that, I thank 
God; it's purely His grace." 

Back home in Newton, N.J., Jennifer's 
mother Cheryl expressed her appre¬ 
ciation to the North we stern community, 
highlighting the support Monica Groves 
provided. “Monica Groves reached 
out to us, r she said. "We re just very 
thankful for the love that was shown 
for us al Northwestern." She said the 
way they make it through this trying 
time is by faith. 


As many tears and painful moments 
this event has brought the family, Jim 
wouid not bring her back even if he 
was able to, 'She's with the Lord now, 
I wouldn't want to bring her back; she's 
safe now.' 1 The family believes this was 
something ultimately planned by God, 
and His grace has been shown through 
such a difficult time. 

"Years ago J was told.,. God was too 
good to do anything evil, too kind to do 
anything cruel, too wise to do anything 
foolish," Jim said. "In this [event], those 
words have been proven now, to a depth 
that I've never experienced."
